The Examiner entered our Third Amendment adding claims distinguishing the Eppich 
reference. However, she still refuses to allow patent coverage. She seems to be 
suggesting that the added claim language is still ambiguous as the Eppich references 
discloses a cover, which directs forces, liquids, dust and grease coming into contact with 
it onto the Eppich terminal independent support surface. I have submitted a quick Fourth 
Amendment in an attempt to avoid the necessity of an appeal including language 
indicating that your invention directs forces, liquids, dust and grease coming into contact 
Willi the cover onto an independent support surface not part of the terminal to prevent 
cfomaflte lo the termina l. I also indicated that we do not want to submit color drawings and 
will substitute black and white drawings upon completion of the action on the merits. 

If she will not budge, we will have to file an appeal on or before September 12, 2003.
